j galleries still lie entombed the bodies 
of the eight men killed in the disaster 
j of last February, was Friday tho sccno 
of another accident, by which one man 
was killed and another so badly hurt 
that his recovory is very doubtful. For 
| the last three months men have been at 
work clearing up the workings of tho 
| mine, and the work was in progress 
Friday. The ventilation not be- 
ing fully restored, every man 
in the mine was working 
with safety lamps on. Near the foot of 
tho shaft a gang of six men were at 
work. The air at this point was espec- 
ially bad, and tho mon had boon cau- 
tioned on no account to light their nak- 
ed lamps or uncover their safety lamps. 
George Ford was at work close to tho 
foot of the shaft, and a few yards from 
him Isaac Jones was at work. Ford ro- 
! marked to Jones that there was much 
j gas about, as his safety lamp 

| was full of flame. A short 

I time after this his lamp grew 

I so hot on account of the flame in- 
I side that it broke open, the bottom fall- 
ing out. In an instant there! was a vio- 
I lent explosion and a body of flame, 
smoke and dust ruslied up tbo shaft. 
The men at work were thrown from their 
feet, but fortunately the flame did not 
go in their direction, and all escaped 
without serious injury except Isaac 
Jones. He was very badly burned, and 
Ford was instantly killed, his body 
j when found being horribly burned and 
J mangled. For three hours the men re- 
mained at the foot of the shaft in the 
] dark before a carriage could lie 
lowered to them, the shaft lining 
partially blocked with broken timbers. 

I Communication was had with the sur- 
face by means of speaking tubes. Tho 
j explosion was plainly felt on the sur- 
i face, and the rush of smoke and dust up 
| the shaft also told what had happened. 

1 A great crowd gathered around the sliaf t, 
and tho wildest alarm prevailed for 
| some time, until it was known that all 
j the men below except Ford and Jones 
. were safe. Both men have families. 



there was no positive action taken 
to refuse them admission or 
to forbid their continuanco 
after they entered. After their gradua- 
tion two more colored students — W. Ash- 
bio Hawkins and John L. Dozier — ap- 
plied for admission, and were received. 
They have beon at the university ono 
year, and have been notified by Mr. John 
P. Poe on the part of the Regents that 
they can not return. Hawkins states 
that one reason originally given for tho 
objection to his return was that his 
record in his studies was not such as to 
justify his retention, but that he failed 
in only one subject out of six. Tho 
other reason, which was subsequently 
givn as the principal one, was that tho 
white studonts of tho law, medical and 
dental departments of the university 
sent a petition to tho faculty protesting 
against the admission of any colored 
student to the law school, and Mr. Poo 
says that there had been considerable 
opposition on tho part of the white stu> 
dents, and the board of regents conclud* 
ed that it would bo unwise to endanger 
the school or jeopardise its interests 
in any way by any longer allow- 
ing colored students to attend tho 
school. A number of students had loft 
the school and others had refused to en- 
ter because of the presence of the two 
colored men, and the school was contin- 
ually liable to those losses so long as 
that state of affairs lasted. That was 
the chief consideration influencing the 
action of the Regents, and in view of 
their exceedingly low record they did 
not feel it incumbent on thorn to forco 
an issue on their account. 



Beetle*! Creating Havoc In the Spruce Re- 
gion* of Went Virginia— Scientist** At- 
tempts at Remedy. 

For several months past the huge for- 
ests of spruce in the Cheat mountains 
have been dying oil by thousands of 
acres, causing a loss of millions of dol- 
lars, and no cause for the devastation 
could he given. A few weeks since Mr. 
A. D. Hopkins, Entomologist of tho 
Agricultural Experiment Station of 
West Virginia, was sent to 
tho devastated district to investi- 
gate and report tho cause 
of tho destruction of all this valuablo 
timber and to secure a remedy, if possi- 
ble. He has just returned, and reports 
that the timber has been killed by boo- 
ties about tho size of a flea. The bee- 
tles eat their way under the bark of the 
spruce pine trees in all directions, cut- 
ting off the flow of sap and consequent- 
ly killing the trees, lie reports many 
thousands of acres literally devas* 
tated by the beetles, but says thelf 
inroads seem to bo on tho decrease. 
Tho investigations of the Entomol- 
ogist brought about tho discovery of a

First Session. 

Washington. Sept. 8 —Senate— T he House 
bill to set apart a cert ain tract of land (on which 
the big trees standi, in Californio, as a public 
pork, was passed by the Senate without amend- 
ment. The conference report on the river and 
harbor appropriation bill was taken up and 
agreed to without discussion, and wlthont a yea 
and nay vote. The tariff bill was taken up. the 
debate on the bill and amendments to be lim- 
ited to thiriy minutes for any Senator on any 
one subject.

It began with a | 
homicide tho other night on Jottscreek, | 
about ten miles frotti Jackson and from 
the Kentucky Union railway. A relig- 
ious revival was in progress, when tho 
preacher began to take up a collection. 
Two young men at this point created a 
disturbance in the church and went out- 
side to finish their quarrel. County Judge I 
Johnson ordered a constable to arrest 
the disturbers. He summoned to his as- 
sistance a man named McIntosh, who 
had killed a man named Angel otlly six 
weeks before. At this point Andy 
PalmCf; ft bystander; declared that tho 
young men should not be arrested, and 
drawing his pistol he placed it against 
the body of McIntosh and pulled the 
trigger; The pistol snapped. Ho pulled 
the trigger again, and again the pistol 
snapped. l!y this time McIntosh was 
1 breaking for the brush where he had left 
. his Winchester rifle; He brought it 
j with him to the meeting, fearing an at- 
tack from some of Angel's friends. As 
soon as he bad recovered his weapon he 
turned and fired at Palmer. The ball 
passed through his body, killing him al- 
most instantly. A general fight then 
ensued, in which several. persons wore 
injured, two of them probably fatally 
wounded with knives.

SM Ml HfcMUCKATK' DOCTRINE. 

The National Itemocrat, published at 
Washington City, is ahlv edited and 
1 tamoenth* to the core. We arc glad to 
read in its annoumement Ot last issue the 
following: “One year ago this week the 
first ntitulier of tlie National Democrat 
was published. One hundred thousand 
copies wen- sent out as samples to I*em- 
orrats in all |»arts of the United States.

During the vear that lias elajmed 
no day has jiaased without a substantial 
addition to our snlmcription list.

PROTECTION AGAINST TORNADOES. 

I-ieut. John P. Finley has written an 
article for tlie September Forum explain- 
ing the origin of cyclones, which arc 
storms covering a large area, and of ton 
nadoes, that gather their strength from a 
particular |iortion of the cyclone, the 
cyclone lieing the typical general stortn 
and the tornado the typical local storm, 
and the culmination of tlie most abnor- 
mal heat and va|>or changes in the at- 
mosphere. All cyclones agree in the 
two great features, with a variable 
draught and an upward and outward 
circulation of the higher currents, the 
circulation of air tending spirally to the 
centre. The tornado is the out- 
growth of the cyclone affected by local 
conditions. Cyclones usually enter this 
country from tlie North Pacific coast, 
(Oregon and Washington,) North Dako- 
ta and tlie Gulf coast. From these quar- 
ters they approach with peculiar cliar- 
act eristics. Those entering the country 
over North Dakota are most frequently 
attended by tornadoes. To understand 
tlie relation of tlie tornado to tlie cy- 
clone we must consider the cyclone dis- 
turbances as divided into four parts by 
two lines at right angles, one running 
north and south, tlie other east and west- 
The northeast quadrant, or section, is 
distinguished by great humidity, high 
winds and, in tlie southern ftortions, 
heavy cloud formations. Tlie southeast 
quadrant contains the maximum of licat 
and moisture. It is the region of all 
classes of local storms— especially of tlie 
tornado. The circulation ol air in the 
cyclone is such as al wav's to make the 
southeast quadrant tlie recipient of heat 
and nw*istp- rL w hich are tlie food of the 
cyclone and without which it would 
soon diasipate. Tlie most violent dis- 
turiiance of tlie atmosphere equilibrium 
being in the southeast quadrant, and 
within a limited area, the con tri petal 
force becomes much greater and the for- 
motion of the tornado ensues. The gyra- 
tions are extremely rapid, and very near 
the centre, w here the violence is greatest, 
“tlie first visible effect of the coming 
storm is tlie apfiearanre in the west and 
northwest of a heavy, portentous bank 
of Hoads, followed suddenly by a vio- 
lent commotion on tlie face of the dense 
black mass and by the rushing of adja- 
cent clouds toward the centre of the dis- 
turbance, especially from the southeast, 
east and northeast.” Tornadoes always 
occur in the southeast quadrant of a low- 
pressnre area, and at distances generally 
of from three hundred to five hundred 
miles from the centre of the cyclone. 
“The i (Digressive motion tornadoes is to 
the northeast, and the region of country 
lying on the average about 350 miles to 
tlie south and east of the centre of tlie 
general storm is the region within 
which tornadoes may be expected.” The 
tornado season includes the months from 
March to September, but their greatest 
frequency is in April, Msy, June and 
July. The State in which the greatest 
number of tornadoe* has occurred is 
Missouri, followed next hr Kansas and 
Georgia. Of “windfalls,” or paths of 



tornados through forests, Wisconsin con- 
siderably exceeds the number in any 
other State. The width of the tornado’s 
path of distraction ranges from 10 to W,- 
660 feet, the average being 1.369 feet. 
The length of the track varies from 300 
yards to aliont 200 miles, the average 
number being 24.79 miles. As regards 
protection to life in case of a tornado, its 
successful accomplishment depends on 
the position and surroundings at the ob- 
server. The south side of the tornado’s 
path is the dangerous side, the north tlie 
safe one. If tlie cloud is moving to the 
northeast the line of escape is to the 
northwest. In a building avoid a north- 
east room in a north east corner, an east 
room or an east wall. Frame buildings 
are safer than those of brick or stone 
when refuge is taken in a cellar, and 
caves of refuge are safest of all. 

SUPPRESSING THE BALLOT IN REED’S 
DISTRICT. 

Speaker Reed, who pretends to he 
so solicitous that no voters in the South 
should he suppressed, is engaged 
through his friends in an effort to sup- 
press more than 500 votes in the city of 
Biddefoni in his own district. He wants 
them suppressed so that he can come 
back to Congress. 

There are in Biddeford 514 persons, 
who happened to be Democrats, who 
were naturalized by the city court, Tlie 
Federal law provides that naturalization 
papers may be issued by courts of the 
following description : “A circuit or 

district court of the United States or a 
district or supreme court of the territo- 
ries, or a court of record of any of the 
States having common law jurisdiction 
and a seal and a clerk.” Tlie act cre- 
ating the city court of Biddefoni de- 
clares it to he a court of reconl with a 
seal, and further declares that the judge 
shall keep a reconl of the proceedings 
and may apjMjint a recorder, whose duty 
it shall be to reconl all pioceedings be- 
fore required by the judge. It is also a 
court of common law jurisdiction. 

This court, therefore, has the jurisdic- 
tion, the records, and the means of au- 
thenticating papers required by the Fed- 
eral of a coprt that issues naturalization 
jiapers. It has, therefore, every qualifi- 
cation for the naturalization of citizens 
except one which is purely verbal ; it 
has no clerk, so-called, but a reeonler. 
The’reconier performs all tlie duties of a 
clerk of court, and is appointed for that 
express puqxiee. He is a clerk as really 
and truly as a certain criminal magis- 
trate in New York City who is called a 
recorder is a judge ; just as really and 
truly as another judicial officer in New 
York is a probate judge, although locally 
known as a surrogate. 

But Biddefoni has a Democratic ma- 
jority, and tlie Republicans want to sup- 
press these 514 naturalized Democratic 
voters. They therefore arranged a col- 
lusive cast-, in which there would lie no 
substantial defense made, presented it to 
Republican judges, and secured a decis- 
ion that because the clerk of the Bidde- 
foni city court was called a recorder in- 
stead of a clerk, the clerk had now jiow- 
er to issue naturalization certificates, and 
all the certificates issued by it for the 
past 18 yean — during the last 14 of 
which the judge has lieen a Republican 
— were null and void. 

There liave lieen acts of individual 
violence under the excitement of politi- 
cal contents, in Southern States, hut 
there never w as such an outrage by a 
State supreme court as this disfranchise- 
ment of 514 men who have lieen voting 
for years, merely liecaum- a court clerk is 
know n as a “reeonler.” 

The aldermen of Biddeford did not 
strike the 514 names from the voting 
lists, and have been arrested. It is said 
that the actual damage accomplished by 
the Republicans is not very heavy ; that 
tliree-fourtiis of the men, whose right to 
vote for Reed’s Democratic competitor is 
in dispute, conic to this country under 
18 years of age, and get immediate final 
pajiers from the Federal district court. 

But in the meanwhile it has been dis- 
covered that the Republican scheme to 
save Reed not only contemplates the 
suppression of legal votes in Biddefoni, 
but the casting of illegal votes in Saco. 
Saco is a Republican city. The law re- 
quired the aldermen to hold meetings 
between specified dates in August for 
the revision of the voting lists. The 
aldermen held no such meetings, and 
the Reed plan is evidently to vote men 
on lists that are unrevised or that have 
lieen revised in secret by the Republi- 
can politicians. There can lie no ques- 
tion whatever that this is not a mere 
technical, hut a very sulistantial violation 
•if the law. The integrity of the ballot 
de) lends upon the revision of the voting 
lists. Any election held in Saco next 
week will be clearly invalid, and ns the 
Keputilican majority in Saco is much 
larger than the Democratic Biddefoni, 
the Democrats would not suffer from the 
suppression of the votes in both cities, 
hot the election machinery is in the 
hands of Republicans, and they intend 
to save Reed from defeat by counting all 
the votes in Saco and throwing ont all 
votes of naturalized Democrats in Bidde- 
fonL 

W hat makes the Republicans’ con- 
duct in Saco and Biddeford the most out- 
rageous is that Saco lias tlie munici|ial 
court precisely analogous to the Bidde- 
foni municipal court. The two courts 
were created in exactly the same terms. 
In Saco there are several hundred voters 
who were naturalized in the Saco city 
court, and the neglect of the aldermen to 
purge tlie voting lists was a part of tlie 
scheme to save the Republican natural- 
ized voters in Saco and suppress the 
Democratic naturalized voters in Bidde- 
foni. 

Representative Cummings of New 
York, has introduced 'a bill validiating 
the Biddeford naturalizations, and he 
and Representative Hayes, have tried to 
get Mr. Reed to recognize them to call np 
the bill for action ; but tliey have failed. 
Mr. Reed is just small enough to want 
those votes suppressed .— National Demo- 
crat. 

THE LOGIC OK THE REPUBLICAN SIT- 
UATION. 

It is not likely that Democratic Sena- 
tors will take too seriously or build hopes 
upon the suggestion of a possible split in 
the ranks of the Republican majority in 
the Senate resulting from divergent 
views as to the relative importance of 
passing tlie tariff bill or the Federal elec- 
tion (force) bill at tlie present session. 
Personal jealousies and antagonisms be- 
tween Republican leaders in the Senate, 
or some who aspire to that position, 
have lieen plainly enough exposed. 
Those eminent brethren, .Senators Quay 
and Hoar, are not exactly of one mind in 
the House, and can not he said to dwell 
altogether in unity. The Pennsylvania 
Senator is apparently disposed to rebel 
against the dictatorial temper and ways 
; of his Massachusetts colleague, and the 
latter, apparently, views with ill-conceal- 
ed disgust the rising importance aDd in- 
fluence of Mr. Quay, in which sentiment, 
apparently, he has the full sympathy of 
Senator Edmunds. The Pennsylvania 
statesman, who is nothing, if not practi- 
cal, has a contest on hand in his own 



State. He is deeply interested in the 
success of his candidate for Governor, 
Delamater, and in the '‘vindication” 
which he fancies that he would person* 
ally receive in Deliunater’s election. As 
a practical politician of the first water he 
knows that the passage of the force bill 
would contribute nothing to the result 
in Pennsylvania, while the passage of 
the tariff bill is dispensable to touch the 
gratitude and open tlie purse-strings of 
the Pennsylvania mau fact u rent, upon 
whose sympathy practically expressed 
in dollars and cents, he counts for his 
own “vindication” as aforesaid, as well 
as the election of his friend Delamater. 
Senator Hoar, lifted above these sordid 
necessities of Pennsylvania politics, de- 
sires first and foremost the passage of a 
measure which shall put the whole elec- 
tion machinery in the Southern States 
under the control of Republican office- 
holders, and reduce the Southern States 
to a proper condition of political depend- 
ence and vassalage. 

Senator Quay is willing, in onler 
to secure the speedy passage of the tariff 
bill, to let the force bill go over until the 
short, or December session, after the 
elections for the next House of Repre- 
sentatives shall have taken place. Mr. 
Hoar insists that the Senate in its present 
session shall not only do the one thing, 
but also that it shall not leave the other 
undone. It is difficult to see any rad- 
ical difference in the position of the two 
Senators, or of the two wings of the Re- 
publican party, if there be wings, which 
they respectively represent. Both bills 
have been made by the action of the 
caucus Republican party measures. 
Doubtless there are individual members 
of the party in Ixith Houses who would 
not be sorry to see one or the other bill 
fail, who recoil fmm the monstrous in- 
justice and inequality involved in the 
provisions of both. But patriotic con- 
siderations have but little weight in 
shaping tlie advocacy or the opposition 
of Republicans in reganl to either meas- 
ure. The only arguments put forward, 
the only consideration appealed to, has 
reference solely to party interests. To 
consolidate and perjietuate their control 
of the general government the Republi- 
can leaders make no secret of their reli- 
ance upon money and ujion force. The 
tariff bill is wanted to unlock the coffers 
and secure the contributions of the tariff 
lords, the mono|x>lists and manufactur- 
ers, for whose benefit the great mass of 
the iieople are to be plundered, since all 
unjust and unnecessary taxation is noth- 
ing but legalized robbery. The force 
bill is relied upon to stifle the true voice 
and votes of the Southern jieople, and 
under the pretense of protecting the ne- 
gro vote subordinate all State authority 
and contnil in the conduct of federal elec- 
tions to that of Republican officials. Here 
and there are individual Republican 
Senators who may dissent from this or 
that detail of the tariff hill, hut this is 
their reason to hope that when put upon 
its final passage it will not receive the 
sulistantial support of the Republican 
party in tlie Senate? Postponing the 
force bill until December, when the 
short session liegins, by no means im- 
plies the defeat or rejection of the bill. 
All that the Democrats would gain by 
the passage of Senator Quay’s onier lim- 
iting the measures to be considered and 
voted upon at the present session and 
postponing the force bill until the next, 
would lie to save the November election 
from the operation of the bill and give 
the people an opportunity of passing 
judgment ujwn the general policy and 
tendencies of the Republican party be- 
fore the bill conies to be acted upon. 
What the Republican party would really 
gain by the delay will lie the opjtortuni- 
ty of knowing what is the popular ver- 
dict before proceeding further in the ]io)- 
icy and direction of usurpation and coer- 
cion. Otherwise it must not be forgot- 
ten that when the two Houses of the 
present Congress reassemble in Itecem- 
licr, except for the possible lessons and 
warning involved in the November elec- 
tion, the situation will be practically un- 
changed. There will he the same brute 
power in the hands of the Republican 
majority in both Houses, wielded by the 
same men, to pass whatever bills they 
be inclined to jwss, except so far as they 
may lie deterred by the power of the 
public opinion as indicated by the result 
of the elections . — Baltimore San.

J. W. Mitchell, of this city, in speak- 
ing of tlie proposed combine of the to- 
bacco warehouse men of Louisville, Cin- 
cinnati and Paducah thinks it a great 
scheme and will work no injury to the 
growers. In fact he thinks it will be to 
their interest. It will undoubtedly re- 
duce the expenses paid to hundreds 
of toliacco buyers and traveling men, as 
the proposed plan will only require a 
few men. Willard is not sure whether 
be will be one of the few or not, but he 
has proven to be an energetic and valua- 
ble man to his house.— SicholatvilU Dem- 
ocrat. 

Tlie New York Leaf Toliacco Board of 
Trade issued a call for a meeting of itn- 
jiorters of leaf tobacco on the McKinley 
Tariff Bill. The meeting took place 
Sept 8 , and there was a large attendance, 
the largest houses in the trade being 
represented. Gareon Mayor 1 ‘resident 
of the Board occupied the chair. The 
Chairman explained that it would result 
in a disaster to the trade if the McKin- 
ley hill was passed in the present shape 
and it would he impossible to get mer- 
chandise out of bond in the time pro- 
posed by the bill. The meeting was 
unanimously in favor of a petition to 



Congress protesting against the jiassage 
of the bill in its present form. 

A big land sale was consummated 
Tuesday by which the Medley estate oft 
the Clarksville pike, consisting of 419 
acres, passed into the hands of Mr. C. T. 
Mason who owned 1,000 acres adjoining 
it. This gives Mr. Mason perhaps the 
finest tract of land in Southern or Wes- 
tern Kentnckv and we doubt if there 
are many better farms of 1,400 acres 
anywhere in the State. The price paid 
for the Medley place, which was owned 
by Mr. Jas. M. Medley aud sisters, was 
abont $26,000, or $62.50 per acre. One- 
half of this was paid in cash and the 
other half in the fine farm in South 
Christian, known as the Maj. Tandy 
place, consisting of 382 acres, which was 
valued at a little over $34 an acre. — 
Hoykintvdle Kentuckian. 

It looks as if several things will concur 
with the coming tariff law to lessen our 
foreign trade in the current fiscal year. 
Not only are our grain crops short so that 
we shall have a diminished surplus for 
exportation, but our crops of fruits 
and berries are so short as to fail to 
meet the home demand. The apple crop 
for example is a failure. Tlie reports 
from nearly all quarters are bad. In the 
year ended January 30, 1890, we exported 
453,506 barrels of apples and 20,861,000 
pounds of dried apples. Most of the aj>- 
ples went to England and Scotland, w hile 
France and Germany took the bulk of 
the dried apples. Of the canned fruit, 
worth $638,321, exported last year, Eng- 
land took about half. We shall have 
pmbably little fruit in any form to export 
and sliall lack the income from this 
sonree. As we shall probably keep our 
silver at home, it appears that we shall 
liave this fiscal year to rely chiefly on our 
cotton, toliacco and petroleum to pay our 
foreign bills. This may have important 
results. Small exports mean small im- 
ports and diminished revenue. A largely 
diminished revenue would mean, under 
tlie circumstances created by the action 
of the present Congress, a large deficit 
and odium for the party that wasted the 
surplus accumulated during Mr. Cleve- 
land’s economical administration. Tlie 
next year promises to be full of economic 
developments of interest to both parties. 

The Farmers’ Alliance of Montgomery 
county assembled at Mt. Sterling and 
adopted the appended resolutions : 

Whereas, it having come to our know- 
ledge that the warehouse men of Cincin- 
nati and Louisville have formed them- 
selves into a combination or trust, which 
we, the pro hirers of white hurley tobacco 
believe is against our interest, and isonly 
a step to crush lis. Therefore, lie it re- 
solved, etc.: 

1 . That it is the sense of this meeting 
tliat the Fanners’ and Laborers’ Union 
of the toliacco growing district of Ken- 
tucky should unite by way of co-operation 
in devising some means by which to se- 
cure to themselves a fair and remunera- 
tive price for their tobacco. 

2. That in onler to secure the above 
object, we recommend to each County 
Fanners’ and Laborers’ Union in said 
toliacco district to hold county meetings 
and appoint delegates to attend a general 
meeting to he held at Lexington, Ky., on 
the second Wednesday in November, 
1890, and that each County Union be en- 
titled to three delegates. 

3. That it is further recommended that 
the State boanl of the Farmers’ anil la- 
borers’ Union of Kentucky immediatcly 
send organizers to each unorganized 
county in the tobacco growing district of 
Kentucky to organize the same. 

4. Tliat we request that the proceed- 
ings of this meeting lie published in the 
Kentucky State Union and all other pa- 
pers that arc friendly to onr cause.
